If it is AES making the FP caps, I suspect that all they will make is 

the types commonly used in Dynaco power amps, and in various US guitar 
amp heads. Anything else they realistically can't make money on. The 
number of variants originally manufactured was in the 1000's, most of 

which would sell 5 units a year at best. 


Also, they aren't making the Dynaco caps to spec. Sure they make a 
20/20/20/20@475. But it is rated 85 degrees C, not 105 degrees C. 
Given the difference with temperature is something like exponential, 
they just won't really last that well. 


However, it's not the rabid audiophools they are selling them to. FP's 
have absolutely NO "sounds good" street cred. There are a variety of 
new and vintage caps that have the street cred... 


Maybe someone can convince them to sell the bottom phenolic rings 
pre-populated with solder plated brass lugs, you solder your guts in, 
and then send the assembly back to have them crimped into an aluminum 
can. That would be a great service. But how many hams would cough up 
the $25 a can it would cost to make a service like that profitable?

Oh the older ones with the 5/8" (or so)threaded neck, I've been 

able to pull the rubber bung/leads out, then pull the coiled up 
aluminum innerds out with needlenose (and patience). Rinse thoroughly 
and let dry. 


These single threaded neck type are generally pretty low capacitance 
and 450v. A single small radial electrolytic will fit in the neck, if you 
ream it out a bit with a rasp/burr in a drill press. 


To plug the hole, I've bought a pack of domed wooden plugs 

that are used to cover the heads of screws in furniture. Spray 

paint them black, drill two very small holes for the radial cap (remember 
which lead is positive!) and glue the cap to the flat side of the wooden 
plug, poking the leads through the small holes. After drying, epoxy 

this assembly to the old can. 


Reassemble using the original nut and you're good to go for another 
40 years. 


Patience counts for more in this process, than skill and machine tools! :-)

At an antique radio swapmeet about two weeks ago I got a BC-348Q in running 
condition. It's now a bit better with all in tolerance resistors and no 
leaky caps. It's still wired for 28v heaters and has what I presume to be 
a factory-built AC supply. 


It's a really good SWBC radio! It's now aligned and will be even better. 
I may do a discrete audio mod (add a first audio stage and feedback) but it 
will be reversible. Suggestions for best use and/or mods are welcome, too. 


This one was made by Wells-Gardner, and is an Army Signal Corps unit, 
serial number 2054. What I would like to know is this: what company did the 
original design? It's really quite good. The first RF amp is triode 
connected, presumably for low noise.

I love the BC-348. I have a "Q" model also. I did some mods to mine: 
Replaced the 6SR7 with a 6SN7 - half for the BFO and the other half for 
first audio amp. I separated the RF and audio gain controls by installing 
a new RF gain pot in place of the dimmer control. I added a small board 
with diodes for separate AM and AGC detectors. Also added (underneath on a 
small bracket) a 6BE6 product detector.

I may do a discrete audio mod (add a first audio stage and feedback) but it 
will be reversible. Suggestions for best use and/or mods are welcome, too. 


This one was made by Wells-Gardner, and is an Army Signal Corps unit, 
serial number 2054. What I would like to know is this: what company did the 
original design? It's really quite good. The first RF amp is triode 
connected, presumably for low noise.
